VM We are neuerthelelle giuen to vnderſtand, that the vle ol them is lud⸗ 
Ne IE denly growen verycommon : So as koꝛ the gaine comming thereof, 

at ns both many are daily made and wꝛought within the Kingdome,and as 

many bꝛought in from foꝛraine parts. And ſome perſons being queſtioned foꝛ bearing of ſuch 
about them, haue made their excuſe, That being decayed in their eſtates,and indebted; and there- 
foꝛe fearing continually to be Arreſted, they weare the ſame fo2 their defence againſt ſuch Arreſts. 
Acale lo farre from iuſt excuſe, as it is ot it ſelfe a grieuous offence foꝛ any man to arme himſelfe 
againſt Juſtice, and therefoze delerues (without moꝛe) ſharpe and leuere puniſhment. But be⸗ 
ſides this euill conſequence (Which alone is not to be negletted. We haue iuſt cauſe to pꝛouide alſo a- 
gainſt thoſe deuiliſh ſpirits, that maligning the quiet and happines of this Eſtate, may vſe the ſame 
to moꝛe exetrable endes. And therekoze by this Our Pzoclamation, We doe ſtraitly charge and 
commaund all Our ſubiects and other perſons whatſoener, that they neither make, noꝛ bꝛing in⸗ 
to this Nealme, auy Dagges, Piſtols, oꝛ other like ſhoꝛt Gunnes, by what name ſoeuer they be, oz 
may bee called oz knowen, which are not, oz ſhall not bee ofthe full length ot twelue inches in the 
23arrell at the leaſt: And that no perſon oz perſons ſhall beare oꝛ carry, about him oz them, any 
ſuch. And further, We doe will and tommaund all and enery Qurſubiects, and others whom⸗ 
ſoeuer, that haue oꝛ poſſeſſe any ſuch in their owne hands, oꝛ in the hands of any other to their 
vſe, That they do befoze the Feaſt of the purification ofthe bleſſed Uirgin x a = next enſuing the 
date hereof,cither bzeake the ſame in pietes, ſo as they may not bee vſedinany wile to ſhoot with- 
all: Oꝛ elſe that they deliuer and yeeld vp the ſame to ſome Juſtice of the Peace, Mapoꝛ, Baliffes, 
92 other pzincipall Officer, of,o2neerethe Countie, Citie, Towne, oz place of his, oꝛ their abode, 
reſpettiuely there to remaineinſafecuſtodie, vpon paine of Dur heaute diſpleaſure, and of ſuch 
impꝛiſonment, penalties, and other puniſhments, as are due to the contemners of QOurRoyall 


Commandements.
